Withdrawal of Allowability: 

1 . The allowability of the claims indicated in the last Office Action is withdrawn in view of 
the new grounds of rejection. 



Claim Rejections — 35 U.S.C. 112, Second Paragraph: 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 21-23, 25-38, and 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 21, 30, 32, 36, and 40 recite the limitation "the plurality of ports." There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claims. It is therefore unclear whether every 
port of the bridge or only the ports among the first plurality of ports are assigned group 
identifiers. Furthermore, according to claims 21, 30, 32, 36, and 40, the first port has an assigned 
group identifier, but it is unclear whether the first port is within the first plurality of ports. Still 
further, according to claims 21, 30, 32, 36, and 40, the multicast packet is sent out all ports 
having the same group identifier as that of the first port. But claims 23 and 30, 32, 38, and 40 
suggest that the group identifiers of the source and destination could be different. It is unclear 
whether, when the group identifiers of source and destination are different, the multicast packet 
is sent out all ports having the same group identifier as that of the first port. Claims 22, 23, 25- 
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29, 31, 33-35, 37, and 38 depend on claims 21, 30, 32, and 36 and are therefore similarly 
rejected.
